It was moved and seconded (Breen, Huza) and unanimously RESOLVED:

Committee Reports 


The Chairman asked the Secretary to read document BG-82-1-D5, the report of the 
Nominating Committee. After the document was read in full, it was moved and seconded 
(Sankar, Brian) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT, whereas, the Nominating Committee of this Board has been advised that 
there are four positions vacant on the Corporation of Concordia 
University, namely, three due to the resignations of Mr. Edmond Lemieux, 
Mr. Pierre MacDonald and Mr. Alex Duff and one resulting from the 
resignation of the Vice-Rector and Principal of Loyola Campus; and 


whereas, the said Nominating Committee has sought and received the 
acceptance of the nominees; and 


whereas, the Nominating Committee does so recommend; this Board of 
Governors, in accordance with By-law Section II, Articles 4 and 6 as 
amended, hereby elects the following persons to the Corporation of 
Concordia University: 


Me. Lucien Bouchard, lawyer, of Chicoutimi, Quebec, for a term ending 
1983. 


Mr. John Dinsmore, Chief Executive Officer, Pétromont Inc., for a term 
ending 1983. 


Mr. L. Ian MacDonald, of the Editorial Board of The Gazette, for a term 
ending 1984. 


Mr. Paul Martin, Jr., Chairman, Canada Steamship Lines Group, for a 
term ending 1982. 


Chancellor's Remarks 


Mr. McLaughlin reiterated his appreciation of the kindness of Mr. Harrington, McGill 
Chancellor, on the occasion of the fire on MacKay Street. 


Report of the Fund Procurement Committee 


At the Chairman's request, Mr. John Saunders reported that the current campaign for 
funds has netted approximately, $740,000. This sum does not include contributions 
expected from the United States. 


Report of Vice-Rector Martin 


Prof. Martin enumerated some of the problems of a particularly busy month in his office. 
There was a fire at 2130 MacKay Street; the lower floors of this building were rented by 
Concordia and several hundred cases of archives suffered water damage. It is hoped that 
the archives can be recovered by the use of a freeze-dry process. Concordia was the scene 
of an outbreak by Iranian students which interrupted some university activities for 
several hours and required the intervention of the police. The Municipal Commission has 
determined that we are subject to taxes on the Norris Building; this is indeed an 
idiosyncrasy of the law since both Concordia and the YMCA are tax exempt; the money, 
however, will be paid by either the Federal or the Provincial Government. The Task Force 
set up by Prof. Martin to study problems in registration and course change has made a 
report and it is being studied. A death on the Loyola Campus has been determined to have 
resulted from natural causes. A power failure in the Computer Centre required two days 
shutdown. The Montreal City bus strike caused problems for faculty, staff and students. 


Mr. Murray proposed a question to Vice-Rector Martin concerning the cost of tuition for 
foreign students. He feels that the Government policy undermines the international 
reputation of the University and that we have some responsibility to educate a certain 
number of international students. Mr. Murray asked the Board to make a decision on 
positive action on behalf of foreign students. Mrs. Leclaire stated that the Government 
seems to feel that all foreign students are wealthy and quite capable of paying a large 
portion of their University expenses; in fact, many of the international students do not 
have financial resources necessary to continue at Concordia. Dr. Breen stated that a clear 
distinction must be made between those students who are here now and those who might 
come in the future. The Government has, of course, established a "fonds de dépannage" to 
assist needy international students. Among the universities only Concordia has not been 
given enough money to take care of the needs of those requesting aid. The Government 
has contributed $103,000 and the Concordia Council on Student Life has contributed over 
$50,000. Dr. Breen is studying other means and ways to assist those international 
students completing degrees at Concordia. It is his intention to prepare a report in the 
near future. 


Dr. Sankar expressed his Support for the plea made by Mr. Murray and Dr. Habib stated 
that, in fact, we are facing what appears to be a much wider problem: the Government of 
the Soviet Union contributing heavily to the support of foreign students studying in their 
country. It is indeed a battle for the minds of students and this question should not be 
looked at merely as a matter of dollars and cents. Mr. McNaughton expressed the opinion 
that in order to do this subject justice, a report should be made to the Board and he asked 
Dr. Breen to consider how this might be done. Dr. Breen remarked that the area of foreign 
student aid is a matter for the Dean of Students and the Rector suggested that the Dean of 
Students be asked to give immediate attention to the problem. 


The chairman referred to the fact that documents BG-82-1-D2, D-3 had been distributed 
to the members of the Board by way of Notice of Motion for a change of By-laws. 
Therefore, it was moved and seconded (Dubas, Sankar) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT (1) Section V, Article 12 (A) and (B) (i) of the By-laws oil Concordia 
University shall read: 


"Article 12 The Board of Governors shall be formed as follows: 
(A) _ Five (5) Governors who shall serve by virtue ‘of their office, namely: 
1. The Chancellor; 
2. The Rector; 
3. The two (2) Vice-Rector, Academic; and 
4. The Vice-Rector, Administration and Finance. 


(B) (i) Twelve (12) Governors who shall be nominated from the community at 
large by the Nominating Committee of the Board of Governors;" 


(2) Section VHI, Article 22 (a) and (b) of the By-laws of Concordia University 
shall read: 


"Article 22 The Officers of the University shall be: 
(a) The Chancellor; 

The Vice-Chancellor; 

The Chairman; 

The two (2) Vice-Chairmen; 

The Rector; 

The two (2) Vice-Rectors, Academic; 

The Vice-Rector, Administration and Finance; 


The Secretary; and 


' 


(b) such other Officers as may be designated by the Board of Governors.’ 


8. The Chairman recognized Mr. Huza who invited the members of the Board to the 
President's (SW Alumni) reception on Friday, 29th January, 1982.
